The law is the law.

takes the ehance. 
I intend to do, 
and I believe that all county e h a ir- 
nien in the [last have done the same. 
all in my power to prevent the vio­ 
lation o f the election law in this re- 
speet. 


Since the passage o f tile corrupt 
practices act by the IOU Dem ocrat­ 
ic legislature, the law in regard to 
offers of any kind for votes is e s ­ 
pecially stringent. 
Surely any man 
would not care to lay him self liable 
under that statute by attem pting to 
obtain a vote by some influence, eith­ 
er with money or some other sort o f 
a gift. 
I will quote the following 
from the corrupt practices act to 
show the seriousness o f the offense: 
“ ‘The following persons shall be 
guilty of corrupt practices and shall 
be punished in accordance with the 
provisions o f this act: 
Every per­ 
son who shall, directly or indirectly. 
bv him self or by another, give, or 
offer or promise to any person any 
money, gift, advantage, preferm ent, 
entertainment, aid, emoluments, or 
any valuable things whatever, for the 
purpose o f 
inducing or 
procuring 
any person to vote, or refrain from 
voting, for or against any person, or 
for or against any measure or prop­ 
osition at any election or primary 
election or political convention or 
session o f the general assem bly of 
the State of Indiana or either bouse 
th ereof/ 
“The law proceeds with a lot of 
provisions for the person who shall 
accept or solicit the above mentioned 
things in return for their vote. 
The 
penalty 
prescribed 
is 
as 
follow s: 
Every person who shall be guilty o f 


any corrupt practice 
as 
aforesaid 


shall be fined not less that $300, nor 


more than one thousand dollars or b*

Nov. 1.—The official 
observances to be accorded tho occa­ 
sion of the death of Vice President 
Sherman by the United States govern­ 
ment were prescribed in a proclama­ 
tion issued by President Taft announc­ 
ing to the country the fact of Mr 
Sherm an’s death. 
The proclamation 
directs that tomorrow, the day set for 
the funeral, all the executive offices 
of the government

shall he closed and business suspend­ 
ed. 
The national flag is to be dis­ 
played at half mast at all points and 
stations of the army and navy.

ship at home and abroad, and at every 
naval station of the United States, j 
The salute will be fired at noon on the 
day of the funeral with one minute In-, 
tervals between each gun.

wear the usual badge of mourning on ; 
their sleeves and on their swords 
when in uniform. 
President Taft will leave Washing­ 
ton at 4:30 o’clock this afternoon, ar­ 
riving in New York about IO o’clock 
at night on his way to attend the fu­ 
neral of Vice President Jam es S. Sher­ 
man.

to the arrest and later to the indict­ 
ments of the men now on trial.

During all the time that he has been Governor, Woodrow Wilson has sent no 
message to the legislature suggesting regulation of great combines, although the 
original law of the state specifically provides that the legislature shall have power 
to amend charters. 
The statute reads as follows: 
“The 
charter 
of every 
corporation, or any 
supplement 
thereto or amendment thereof, shall be subject to alteration, 
suspension a n d repeal, in the discretion of the legislature, 
and the legislature may at pleasure dissolve any corporation.” 
Governor Wilson is one of those who professes belief that guilt is personal and 
that prosecution is one of the methods by which the trust problem may be solved. 
There is nothing to show that he has ever sought to induce the Attorney-General 
to proceed in law or equity, either criminally or civilly, against the trusts. 
And yet a statute of New Jersey provides that 
“Any person or persons who shall organize or incorporate, or procure to 
be organized or incorporated, any corporation or body corporate under the 
laws of this State, with intent thereby to further, promote or conduct any 
fraudulent or unlawful object, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Any person 
or persons who, being officers, directors, managers or employes of any cor­ 
poration or body corporate incorporated under the laws of this State, shall 
willfully use, operate or control said corporation or body corporate for the 
furtherance or promotion of any fraudulent or unlawful object, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor.” 
This is what William J. Gaynor, the Democratic Mayor of New York says: 
“If the Governor would spend more of his time at home, ex­ 
ercising the power with which he is now invested, there would be 
be no occasion for his roaming around the country bemoaning the 
existence of trusts and monopolies which New Jersey has had 
complete power to control.”

LESSON TEXT—Mark 8:11-26. 
GOLDEN 
TEXT—“Jesus 
spake 
unto 
them, saying, I arn the Light of the 
world: 
lie that followeth Me shall not 
walk in the darkness, but shall have the 
light of life.*'—John 8:12 Ii. V. 


In order properly to understand this 
lesson we ought to study carefully 
the parallel passage in M atthew 13:39 
to 16:12, also to read carefully John 
8:12 to 32. 
T he p ersisten t Pharisees 
were ever upon his track seeking to 
find w herein to accuse him. 
Claim ­ 
ing to come from and to rep resen t the 
F ather, they ask Jesu s to show them 
a sign I rom heaven. 
T urning upon 
them , Le says, “ You observe the con­ 
dition of the sky and foretell w hat 
w eather to expect the com ing day 
and yet you cannot discern th e sign 
of the tim es.” 
As though to say, “I 
have come and perform ed those things 
th a t have been prophesied of me as 
th e M essiah and yet you cannot read 
in my life th e fulfillment of these 
signs of my office.” 
In 
Luke 12: 
54-56 
Jesu s 
m akes a sim ilar s ta te ­ 
m en t: “W hen ye see a cloud in the 
west, straightw ay ye say, th ere com­ 
eth a show er; and so it com eth 
to 
pass; 
. . . 
Ye hypocrites, ye know 
how to in terp ret th e face of the ea rth 
and the heaven; but how is it th a t 
ye know not how to in terp ret this 
tim e?” 
His .Ideal. 
Their question involved a sugges­ 
tion that his works m ight be account­ 
ed for in many w ays other than the 
rightful 
interpretation 
(John 
10:37, 
38), but their demand was for som e 
particular dem onstration. 
They were 
not looking for a spiritual m anifesta­ 
tion and so far at their request he 
sighed, because they did not conform 
to his ideal; he rebuked them by tell­ 
ing them that their w ickedness should 
have one sign that would be an eter­ 
nal seal upon his deity. 
Reaching the other side of the lake, 
the disciples realize their hunger and 
discover that they have but one loaf 
of bread among them. 
Jesus seizes 
the occasion to warn them of the evil 
which he had combated with the Phar­ 
isees whom they had just left. 
If anyone has any question as to 
the scriptural teaching upon the sub­ 
ject of heaven, this passage ought to 
answer their query. 
Mark tells us 
that Jesus warns them against the 
leaven of the Pharisees and of Herod, 
w hile M atthew records the leaven of 
the Pharisees and of the Sadducees. 
There is do difference in the two, for 
Herod 
belonged 
to the 
Sadducees. 
There was, however, quite a differ­ 
ence between these two parties. The 
teaching of the Pharisees lab. great 
em phasis upon the cerem onial observ­ 
ance of the law and the traditions of 
the elders. 
The Sadducees laid great 
em phasis upon the denial of the su­ 
pernatural, they did not believe in 
the resurrection from the dead. There 
was this in common, however, that 
they both substituted the false for 
the true. 
Answer to the Question. 
The m isunderstanding of this warn­ 
ing upon the part of the disciples 
was a common occurrence mid 
con­ 
tinued until after Pentecost. 
In this 
case, however, Jesus tells them plain­ 
ly why they did not understand (v. 
17). Jesus knew and could read their 
hearts 
(Iieb. 4:13). 
How like the 
disciples of old are w e today. 
T he disciples had been with Jesus 
a long tim e and observed his m ighty 
acts, yet they confused the material 
with the spiritual. 
It was against 
this sort of leaven he warned them, 
rather than som e kind of bread. 
W e now turn to the third section of 
our lesson, the healing of the blind 
man vv. 22-26. 
There are four cases 
of restored eyesight m entioned in the 
gospels, three of whom are brought, 
and one cam e alone. 
In this case 
others bring the man and intercede 
for him (v. 22). 
Last w eek we ob­ 
served a case of a progressive cure 
and here we have another. 
Jesus led 
the man by the hand outside the vil­ 
lage and 
m aking clay with spittle 
opened 
his eyes. 
Again we would 
em phasize the fact 
that 
“they 
ob­ 
served him, that they m ight accuse 
him,” and hence every act on each 
separate occasion had a significance 
and a suggestiveness for that partic­ 
ular occasion, a m eaning entirely ir­ 
relevant at any other time. 
Why this 
man did not see at first we are not 
told, but surely ’tw as through no fault 
on the part of Jesus. 
Nor was it the 
mere uso of the spittle that effected 
the cure, but rather a dem onstration 
of the fact that Jesus can heal with 
cc without means. 
The Golden T ext seem s to be at 
variance with the facts revealed in 
this lesson and yet when we turn 
from exam ining the disciples 
witty 
their lack of perception and from the 
Pharisees w hose hard hearts demand­ 
ed a sign and gaze upon Jesus as he 
deals with th ese two classes and with 
the blind man w e see the truth in 
the text. 
H e Is the Light and by 
his patient dealing, by his rebuke, by 
his instruction, he led them to the 
light that they m ight have A true 
understanding of life. 
As we, too, follow him 
we 
m ust 
be conscious of our dullness.

Turks, the dispatch adds, still hold the 
town which has been the scene of so 
m any engagem ents in the past few 
days.

Servian reports place the Turkish 
losses in recent Turko-Servian battles 
at a high figure.

Servians th*' T urks lost 16,000 in killed 
and wounded in the battle at Kouma 
novo, while the Servians lost IOO k ili­ 
ed and 2,000 wounded. 
Five thousand T urks are caid to 
have been in th e defense of Yelies, 
which the Servians captured. 
A thens is aw aiting news of the su r­ 
ren der of Salonika and Janina, w here 
the Greeks (lo not expect serious re­ 
sistance.

TAFT'S PROCLAMATION 


The Administration Will Take Formal 


Part in the Obsequies. 


Washington, Nov. 1.—The official 


observances to be accorded the occa- 
sion of the death of Vice President 
Sherman by the United States govern- 
ment were prescribed in a proclama- 
tion issued by President Taft announc- 
ing to the country the fact of Mr. 
Sherman's death. 
The proclamation 


directs that tomorrow, the day set for 
the funeral, all the executive offices 
of the government at Washington 
shall be closed and business suspend-; 
ed. The national flag Is to be dis- 
played at half mast at all points and 
stations of the army and navy. Rep- 
resentatives of the 
United 
States 


abroad are directed to pay appropri- 
ate tribute to the memory of the vice 
president. 
| 


In the army the observances of the 


occasion of the funeral will not go be-1 
yond the half-masting of the flag on 
[.he day of the funeral. In the navy.' 
iowever. in addition to the half-mast- 
ing of the flag, salutes of nineteen: 
guns will be fired by every saluting 
ship at home and abroad, and at every 
naval station of the United States. 
The salute will be fired at noon on the 
day of the funeral with one minute In-1 
:ervals between each gun. The offi- 
cers of the navy will, for thirty days, 
wear the usual badge of mourning on 
:heir sleeves and .on their swords 
when in uniform. 


President Taft will leave Washing- 


ton at 4:30 o'clock this afternoon, ar- 
riving in New York about 10 o'clock 
at night on his way to attend the fn- 
neral of Vice President .Tames S. Sher- 
man. 
The president. will spend the 


night at the home of his brother, H. 
V. Taft, and will leave for Utica at 
1:30 o'clock tomorrow morning. From 
New York to Utlca he will travel In a 
private car attached to the, special

senate. Senator Augustus C. Bacon

thing he wished to talk to him about.

The latter made no direct reply, but

Badorf says he then called his atten- 


tion to the finding of the nitroglycerin 
at Rochester and asked Hockin what 
time that was, and Hockin replied It 
was in August, 1910. 


The witness said he then asked 


Hockin when he first got in touch with 
Burns, and Hockin asked on what date 
the Los Angeles Times explosion had 
occurred. Badorf said he told him it 
was on Oct. 1. 1909, and that Hockin 
then replied that he had got in touch 
with Burns a few weeks after that 
date. 


"I think you are a fool to give all 


your information to Burns and let him 
build up a reputation on information 
you have been giving htm," Badort 
said he told Hockin. "If you want 
your Information to bo of any value to 
yourself, you ought to see Mr. Miller." 


"I may be guilty, but I'll never go 


on the witness stand. My life would 
not be worth three whoops if I went 
on the stand," is the reply Badorf 
says Hockin made to him. 


He testified concerning some of the 


explosions which he had investigated 
personally. He identified parts of a 
suitcase, parts of an alarm clock and 
pieces of a battery which he had found 
at the scene of the explosion at a via- 
duct in New York city, March 23,1910. 
These he and others, he said, had dug 
out of the ground at the place where 
the shot went off.

be organized or incorporated, any corporation or body corporate under the 
laws of this State, with intent thereby to further, promote or conduct any 
fraudulent or unlawful object, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. Any person 
or persons who, being officers, directors, managers or employes of any cor- 
poration or body corporate incorporated under the laws of this State, shall 
willfully use, operate or control said corporation or body corporate for the 
furtherance or promotion of any fraudulent or unlawful object, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor." 
This is what William J. Gaynor, the Democratic Mayor of New York says: 


"If the Governor would spend more of his time at home, ex- 


ercising the power with which he is now invested, there would be 
be no occasion for his roaming around the country bemoaning the 
existence of trusts and monopolies which New Jersey has had 
complete power to control."

LESSON FOR NOVEMBER 3. 


THE SIGN AND THE LEAVEN. 


LESSON TEXT-Mark S:11-2S. 
GOLDEN TEXT—"Jesus spake unto 
them, saying. I am the Light of the 
world: He that followeth Me shall not 
walk In the darkness, but shall have th« 
light of life."—John 8:12 R. V. 


In order properly to understand this 


lesson we ought to study carefully 
the parallel passage in Matthew 15:39 
to 16:12, also to read carefully John 
8:12 to 32. The persistent Pharisees 
were ever upon his track seeking to 
find wherein to accuse him. Claim- 
ing to come from and to represent the 
Father, they ask Jesus to show them 
a sign from heaven. 
Turning upon 


them, he says, "You observe the con- 
dition of the sky and foretell what 
weather to expect the coming day 
and yet you cannot discern the sign 
of the times." As though to say, "I 
have come and performed those things 
that have been prophesied of me as 
the Messiah and yet you cannot read 
in my life the fulfillment of these 
signs of my office." 
In 
Luke 12: 


54-56 Jesus makes a similar state- 
ment: "When ye see a cloud in the 
west, straightway ye say, there com- 
eth a shower; and so it cometu to 
pass; . . . Ye hypocrites, ye know 
how to interpret the face of the earth 
and the heaven; but how is it that 
.ye. know not how to interpret this 
time?" 


His.Ideal. 


Their question involved a sugges- 


tion that his works might be account- 
ed for In many ways other than the 
rightful interpretation (John 10:37, 
38), but their demand was for some 
particular demonstration. 
They were 


not looking for a spiritual manifesta- 
tion and so far at their request he 
sighed, because they did not conform 
to his ideal; he rebuked them by tell- 
ing them that their wickedness should 
have one sign that would be an eter- 
nal seal upon his deity. 


Reaching the other side of the lake, 


the disciples realize their hunger and 
discover that they haye but one leaf 
of bread among them. Jesus seizes 
the occasion to warn them of the evil 
which he had combated with the Phar- 
isees whom they had just left. 


If anyone has any question as to 


the scriptural teaching upon the sub- 
ject of heaven, this passage ought to 
answer their query. 
Mark tells us 


that Jesus warns them against the 
leaven of the Pharisees and of Herod, 
while Matthew records the leaven of 
the Pharisees and of the Sadducees. 
There is DO difference in the two, for 
Herod 
belonged to the Sadducees. 


There was, however, quite a differ- 
ence between these two parties. The 
teaching of the Pharisees- laid great 
emphasis upon the ceremonial observ- 
ance of the law and the traditions of 
the elders. The Sadducees laid great 
emphasis upon the denial of the su- 
pernatural, they did not believe in 
the resurrection from the dead. There 
was this in common, however, that 
they both substituted the false for 
the true. 


Answer to the Question. 


The misunderstanding of this warn- 


ing upon the part of the disciples 
was a common occurrence and con- 
tinued until after Pentecost. In this 
case, however, Jesus tells them plain- 
ly why they did not understand (v. 
17). Jesus knew and could read their 
hearts (Heb. 4:13). 
How like the 


disciples of old are we today. 


The disciples had been with Jesus 


a long time and observed his mighty 
acts, yet they confused the material 
with the spiritual. 
It was against 


tills sort of leaven he warned. them, 
rather than some kind of bread. 


We now turn to the third section of 


our lesson, the healing of the blind 
man w. 22-26. There are four cases 
of restored eyesight mentioned in the 
gospels, three of whom are brought, 
and one came alone. In this case 
others bring the man and intercede 
for him (v. 22). Last week we ob- 
served a case of a progressive cure 
and here we have another. Jesus led 
the man by the hand outside the vil- 
lage and making clay with spittle 
opened his eyes. 
Again we would 


emphasize the fact that "they ob- 
served him, that they might accuse 
him," and hence every act on each 
separate occasion had a significance 
and a suggestiveness for that partic- 
ular occasion, a meaning entirely ir- 
relevant at any other time. Why this 
man'did not see at first we are not 
told, but surely 'twas through no fault 
on the part of Jesus. Nor was it the 
mere use of the spittle that effected 
toe cure, but rather a demonstration 
of the fact that Jesus can heal with 
or without means. 


The Golden Text seems to be at 


variance with the facts revealed in 
this lesson and yet when we turn 
from examining the disciples with) 
their lack of perception and from the 
Pharisees whose hard hearts demand- 
ed a sign and gaze upon Jesus as he 
deals with these two classes and with 
the blind man we see the truth in 
the text 
He is the Light and by 


his patient dealing, by bis rebuke, by 
his Instruction, he led them to the 
light that they might hare a true 
understanding of life. 


AM we, too, follow him. we moat 


b* conscious of our dulloesa.

TURKS FLEE IN 


f EARFUL PANIC 


Bulgars Have Put Moslem 


Army to Rout, 


CONSTANTINOPLE IS MENACED 


With Only a Disorganized and Fear- 


Stricken Army Between the Bulgars 
and Their Goal, Ferdinand's Forces 
Ar« Drawing Their Lines Constantly 
Nearer tha Capital of the Ottoman 
Empire. 


Athens, Xor. 1.—Th« Greek fleet 


In the Aegean sea has occupied Tha- 
§os and Imbros, Turkish islands in the 
Aegean sea. 


Constantinople, Nov. 1.—The cabi- 


net is in session. It is believed to be 
discussing the question of suing for 
peace. It is known that grave news 
has been received from the front. 
It 


is rumored thut Nazim Pasha, the 
Turkish war minister, has either been 
shot or taken prisoner. 


London. Xov. 1.—Reports of a great 


victory won over the Turks by the 
Bulgarians are 
confirmed 
by dis- 


patches received here from 
Sofia. 


The Turks, with 150,000 men stretched 
out in 'a line a little more than thirty 
miles long, in defense of the ap- 
proaches 
to 
Constantinople, were 


driven from their fortified positions 
by considerably smaller forces of Bul- 
garians and are retreating in panic 
southward. 
The Bulgarians are in 


pursuit. This ceems to indicate that 
the lines which the Bulgarians are 
drawing about Constantinople are be- 
ing brought materially nearer the cap- 
ital, with only a disorganized and fear- 
stricken army between the Bulgars 
and their goal. 


The Ottoman losses in killed, wound- 


ed and prisoners were enormous. 
Many guns and flags and large quan- 
tities of ammunition and other equip- 
ment were captured. ' Bulgarian ad- 
Tices state that the village o£ Aivali, 
near Lule Burgas, and Maras, near 
Adrianople, were burned by the Turks 
and all Christians massacred. 


The dispatches are not so definite 


or so well confirmed with regard to 
the fighting about Adrianople. One re- 
port sent to a news agency states that 
there was a general assault on Adri- 
anople and following this the Turks 
raised the white flag in the city. This 
report was not confirmed. 
Vienna 


hears that the fighting about Adrian- 
ople is continuing desperately and 
that the iate of the city soon will be 
decided. 


A dispatch received at Vienna from, 


the Montenegrin frontier states that 
King Nicholas's troops lost 300 killed 
and wounded In an attempt to rush, the 
fortifications 
at 
Tarakasch. 
The 


Turks, the dispatch adds, still hold the 
town which has been the scene of so 
many engagements in the past few 
days. 


Belgrade has heard that the Servi- 


ans have captured Prizend and Ipoken 
Monastir. Details are not given in the 
dispatches. 


Servian renprts place the Turkish 


losses in recent Turko-Servian battles 
at a high figure. According to the 
Servians the Turks lost 16,000 in killed 
and wounded in the battle at Kouma- 
novo. while the Servians lost 400 kill- 
ed and 2,000 wounded. 


Five thousand Turks are said to 


have been in the defense of Velies, 
which the Servians captured. 


Athens is awaiting news of the sur- 


render of Salonika and Janina, where 
the Greeks do not expect serious re- 
sistance. The Greeks look for severe 
fighting at Monastir. against which1 
another Greek army is now advancing.

Treasurer McVeagh Issues Order to 


Remove Them From Railway 


Cars. 


ALSO FROM WAITING 
ROOMS 


Applies to Interurban And Railroads 


Entering Rushville—Doubt as 


Enforcement. 


By one fell swoop, Franklin Mc- 


Veagh, secretary of the United States 
Treasury, yesterday abolished the 
time-honored public drinking cup 
from railroad ears, vessels and other 
conveyances operated in interstate 
traffic and from depots and waiting 
rooms of common carriers. This 
means the order will apply here. 


This sweeping order against "any 


drinking cup, glass or vessel 
for 


common use," effectively immediately 
is in the interest of the nation's 
health, and was the 
direct 
re- 


sult of an investigation by the United 
States public health service, a, branch 
of the treasury department, which 
holds the drinking cup to be a menace 
as a carrier of disease. 


The order applies to the Indiana- 


polis & Cincinnati Traction Company 
although it has received no notice of 
tlie issuance of the order. The I. & 
C. is considered an interstate road 
although its lines do not extend out 
of Indiana. In handles business in 
other States, however, which, is the 
dividing line. 


I & C. officials doubt whether or 


not Treasurer MeVoajrh has the pow- 
er to make such a sweeping order. It 
remains to be seen whether or not he 
can enforea the decree.

Ev 
erybody drinks out of the public cup 
except the man or woman who sees 
germs on every side, and 
while 


good many of them take home more 
germs than they came away 
witl 


some of them live a surprisingly long 
time. 


Sanitary individual drinking cups 


are provided in some stations and 
waiting rooms, as well as on trains, 
for the sum of one cent each, and 
many people carry folding cups with 
them. A good drinking cup can be 
made from a square of paper folded 
in the proper manner, so when a man 
goes traveling now he had better take 
along a note book so he can tear out 
a page when he gets thirsty and 
make it serve him in place of the 
old time cap.

that travelers equip themselves with 
a clean sheet of white paper which, 
by adroit folding, can be turned into 
a drinking'cup.
